CHICAGO, July 19.—Another appall- 
ing crime will be laid at the door of H. 
insurance 
swindler and the alleged murderer of 
the Pitzels. That Minnie Williams of 
Fort Worth, Tex., met her death at the 
hands of Holmes there is scarcely a 
doubt. That she died in this city in a 
violent manner has been proven Al- 
most conclusively. 

Late tonight the police found in a 
stove in the three-story brick building 
at No. 701 Sixty-third street, which was 
built by Holmes and in which both he 
and the Williams girl lived, a quantity 


‘with his parents at No. 160 St. Vincent 
street after Holmes had left the place, 
was the first witness examined. He 
told how he had found the snake toy; 
which Harold Pitzel used to play witn, 
in a satchel in a closet of one of the 
bedrooms of the house. He did not 
know what became of any other arti- 
cles, but because of its peculiarity he 
had kept the toy. 

Mrs. Pitzel was the next witness. For 
the first few minutes of her examina- 
tion her voice could hardly be heard, 
but as the inquiry proceeded it gained.

TO TRAIN COOKS. 


Civic Club of Philadelphia. 


The Civic. Club of. Philadeiphia will 
certainly deserve the thanks of a large 
portion of .the community if it suc- 
ceeds in demonstrating t practica- 
bility of its latest plan. The sugges- 
tion was made by the Committee on 
Household Ecoomics, of which Mrs. 
John H. Converse is chairmany that a 
thoroughy. competent teacher of cook- 
ing should be engaged on a co-opera- 
tive basis, by which a number of 
housekeepers could secure her ser- 
vices to instruct their domestics in 
the proper performance of their duties. 
The result where ignorant and un- 
trained servants are taught, or not 
taught, by untrained mistresses is so 
obvious as to need no comment. It is, 
perhaps, not the: fault of either maid 
or mistress that things go from bad 
to worse until a new maid is tried, 
with the same result. But if the Civic 
Club scheme proves a success all this 


‘will be changed, It is proposed that 


a number of housekeepers, conscious 
of their own deficiencies and those of 
their servants, should band together 
and employ a thoroughly capable wo- 
man, trained. in this work by a 
course at Drexel Institute or some 
similar institution. As it is recognized 
that this instruction would increase 
the value of the servant as a wage- 
earner, it is proposed that half the 


expense should fall upon the domes- 


tic, This seems only fair, and it is 
believed that when servants under- 
stand that by thorough training they 
can command not only higher wages 
but that they can gain and also retain 
more desirable places, they will make 
no objection to the slight charge. 

In putting the idea into practical 
operation it is proposed to have a num- 

r of servants of mistresses who have 
thus banded together meet at the 
house of one of the number and there 
receive instructions as a class. In 
this manner they could be inducted 
into proper bread-making and all sorts 
of plain and fancy cooking. The 
course could be made simple or elabor- 
ate, according to the wishes of those 
working together in the plan. A sim- 

e course would begin with the rudi- 
ments of cookery, as, bread-making, 
the making of soup, roasting of meat, 
plain deserts, etc. A more elaborate 
course would take in the makig of 
dishes of a more complicated nature— 


such as croquettes, salads, and 
pastry, the chemistry of foods, the 
best methods of marketing. The 


keeping of the accounts is included 


Ein this course. 


As for the expense, it is i believed 


cured for $2 an hour. This sum, if 
divided between say four mistresses 
and four domestics, would make the 
expenses of each ond 25 cents an 
hour, a trifling sum in comparison 
with the benefits gained. With a 
large class the expense would be pro- 
portionately reduced. 

The same system could be applied 
laundresses, an 
other domestic servants, who could of 
course be much more quickly and 
cheaply trained than cooks. For in- 
8 a laundress could, in addition 
taught the washing of laces, the re- 
moval of spots and stains, and other 
desirable points to know in that class 
of work. 

Of course, the trained cooks and 
laundresses may leave once they are 
thoroughly instructed to seek fresh 
fields and higher wages. But it is no 
more than they do now when they are 
unskilled. Moreover,

A DISCUSSION OF THE GOLD AND) 


SILVER QUESTION. 


Cause and H. C. Whitehead and 
Others Took the Side of Silver— 
A General Talk. 


The second meeting of the Sunset 


the feature of the evehing was a dis- 
cussion on the question of gold and 
silver money, which lasted fully two 
hours. T. S. Van Dyke presented a pa- 
per as a champion of the gold issue, and 
H. C. Whitehead responded to it with 


an able monograph on silver. 


Mr. Van Dyke’s paper opened with 
the inquiry: “Was there ever a double 
standard? Are there any countries on 
a silver, basis?“ 

.The bullion value of gold and silver 
has always governed their legal value. 
In spite of penalties or patriotism peo- 
ple will melt their country’s coin when- 
ever the difference between the coin- 
ing ratio and the market ratio is 
enough to make a small profit on the 
transaction. : 

The difference between 16 to 1 and 
15.50 to 1, or 3% per cent., was enough 
to rob us continuously of our silver 
dollar. One-half of 1 per cent. moves 
gold bars from New York to London, 
and 1 per cent. will move gold coin. It 
is probable that 1 per cent. would move 
silver coin from London to the conti- 
N and half of 1 per cent. move gold 
coin. 

Turn to the tables of ratios of the 
market values of gold and silver in 
“Coin’s Financial School.” Start at 
the year 1760 and run up fifty-six years 
and you will see why in 1816 England 
demonetized silver. In 1760 it was 14.14, 
and in 1813 it was 16.25. Coin's Finan- 
cial School” very artlessly calls this a 
difference of only about two points. 
Simple figuring in percentage shows it 
is about 15 per cent.-when one was 
enough. In 1814 the ratio was 15.04, a 
rise of 8 per cent. in one year. The ta- 
bles show many changes of over 2 per 
cent. in a years several of over 3, and 
some of 4 and over. 3 

There is but one way to keep both 
metals in circulation under such 
changes. One of them must be made 
short weight. Then to prevent its de- 
preciation and expulsion of the other 
make them interconvertible. 

This nominally destroy, the doubl 
standard. But was the double standard 
anything but nominal? Which is callea 
the standard is immaterial. That is 
but juggling with words. But if the 
bullion value of the other metal is lia- 
ble to be greater than its coin value it 
must be short weight or it cannot re- 
main in circulation. This is why our 
silver now remains at home. It is all 
very short weight. But it cannot drive 
gold out because the government holds 
it at par. 3 
Our laws show a constant struggle to 
keep the coinage ratio of tHe two metals 
equal to their market ratio. The at- 
tempt is abandoned in 1853 when all the 
domestic silver in actual use is reduced 
several per cent in wéight and free 
coinage taken away from it. 

There was also a steady struggle to 
fix the value of foreign coins as legal 
tenders and for duties. After many 
changes this attempt is given up and in 
February, 1857 all foreign coins are de- 
clared no longer legal tender in the 
United States. 

Other countries followed this lead and 
in 1873 the United States merely recog- 
nized the fact that the attempt to hold 
the market and mint values of the two 
metals equal was a failure that resulted 
in the steady loss of the one that was 
undervalued in coining. That some- 


thing was returned for it was no an- 


-swer to the objection. The mischief 
was the loss of circulation per capita 
and keeping the mints working in vain. 
Had all leading countries.united in a 
ratio it might have been different, but 
no one country had succeeded in keep- 
ing its coin if its ports were open to 
countries having a different ratio.

Short Gowns Are Coming.

INQUIRY ABOUT CALIFORNIA 
PRODUCTS. The Los Angeles Cham- 
ber of Commerce a few weeks ago sent 
out a circular addressed to the more 
prominent wholesale grocers and fruit 
brokers in Eastern cities, asking them 
to be gdod enough to make replies to 
the several questions formulated in the 
circular, and which were as follows: 
“What California products do you han- 
dle? What sell best? What are fail- 
ures? Have you any criticism to pass 
on methods of packing or style of pack- 
age? With your knowledge of the 


Eastern markets what suggestions 
have ou to offer California pro- 
ducers?” 


In response to this many replies have 
been received, and more are daily com- 
ing in. Among the latest is one from 
R. W. Meachem of St. Louis, Mo., who 
is the representative in that city of the 
Southern California fruit exchanges. 
He has handled this season a large 
quantity of fruit from Southern Cali- 
fornia, and is consequently eminently 
qualified to speak on the subject. The 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce has 
forwarded his letter to The Times, 
‘which is here published in extenso. The 
letter is dated St. Louis, Mo., July 12, 
and is as follows: 

I uhave been engaged during the past 
season in handling California oranges 
and lemons, representing the Southern 


and am pleased to report a décided 
preference for California oranges 
against imported stock, which is very 
encouraging to us. 

“As regards California lemons. If 
the growers can prove by shipments a 
system of curing which will insure 
keeping qualities there will be an al- 
most.unlimited demand for them, as 
they are far superior to the imported 
lemon in many respeets. 

“The California package has by its 
neatness aided us greatly in establish- 
ing an enviable name on our fruits. As 
regards the style of package, we would 
say that in seasons when large sized 
fruit, especially oranges, accumulate 
in our packing houses a box larger than 
the standard size is very advantageous 
to both grower and buyer, as it allows 


size, which would be sold at a discount 
otherwise. This would be a decided 
aid all round in the disposition of un- 
desirable sizes. A stamped wrapper on 
welkgraded fruit gives a finished ap- 
pearance to a package and by many is 
considered very desirable. 

It would seem rational to suppose 
that with California’s superior horticul- 
tural advantages that quality and 
quantity should be synonymous, and 
there would be no need trying to mar- 
ket at a profit a poor grade of fruit 
which does not as a rule carry well. 
The growers could better afford to plow 
it into the soil, as often good and poor 
fruit from the same orchard are com- 
petitors in an Eastern market. It has 
been thought by many receivers that in 
shipping only good fruit growers would 
realize fully as much or more for their 
crops than to overload the markets 
with poorer grades, and thus establish 
a still greater reputation on our fruits. 

Undoubtedly-we can improve in some 
varieties of fruit now raised and in so 


tation.” 

Another letter in reply from Barnard, 
Rogers & Co. of Chicago states their 
heaviest demand has been in oranges 
for the highest grade of Washington 
navels. That firm also handles, as 
their letter states, several other prod- 
ucts of Southern California, among 
them the various kinds of dried fruits, 
walnuts and honey, all of which they 
have active demand for in season. 

Touching on the question of What 
sell best?“ Barnard, Rogers & Co. say 
that inferior goods of any kind are hard 
to dispose of, but all goods of proper 
quality and properly put up find 22 
sale in their season. ; 

Another reply is from J. H. Preston 


dence, R. I. It states that the firm last 
year handled eight cars of California 
fruits very satisfactorily. The firm 
makes the complaint that Providence, 
like other cities not so large as New 
York, Chicago and some few others, 


obliged to take them second-hand in 
New York or Boston. If they reeeived 
direct shipments they could handle 
more fruit and with satisfaction to the 
shippers. 

The above are only three instances of 
many of a like tenor received by the 
Chamber of Commerce in response to 
their circulars. This circular is per- 
forming a good work.

Sales naturally lessen, being 
7,980,000 pounds for the week, as against an 
average of over thirteen million pounds for 
each of the two previous weeks, but the prices 
are sustained by German and French. buying 
in the Lohdon market. Manufacturers do not 
support the advance, and are buying only for 
immediate needs, but holders, who have taken 
for weeks past several times the quantity con- 
sumed, are stiff. Cotton mills continue to en- 
joy a large business, and several have ad- 
vanced wages this week, but some strikes of 
considerable importance are threatened or are 
in progress. The weaker tone of the material 
does not as yet affect the prices of goods. 
Failures for the week have been 256 in the 
United States, as against 236 last year, and 39 
in Canada, as against 44 last year. 


Bradstrect’s Review. 


NEW YORK, July 19.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that all the previously-report 

favorable industrial and commercial featur 

are continued this week, the endurance of the 
revival in the demand for iron and steel, the 
further advances in prices of the same, and 
additional increases of wages of industrial 
employees being the most significant. The 
merchants at almost all the larger cities are 
preparing to send out travelers and, until they 
begin to exhibit results, no exact estimate of 
w the fall trade will open can be prepared. 
At this time the outlook is regarded as highly 
favorable. At Boston, Philadelphia and Pal- 
timore, among Eastern cities, noteworthy 
gains in sales of staples are announced. The 
expansion of industrial activity at Chicago, St. 
Louis, Uisville and Cleveland stimulates 
the distri ution of merchandise staples gener- 
ally. Country buyers are present in unusually 
large humbers. Reports from Southern cities 
show further important gains this week, be- 


ing more marked than in a like period for 


months before. Country merchants in South 
Carolina are much encouraged with the crop 
outlook, as the demand is fair and prices tend 
upward. Like reports come from Augusta, and 
in Tekas cotton-buyers have begun, to make 
their presence felt. The delayed payment ot 
the sugar-bounty checks trade in the Louisi- 
ana sugar districts. The volume of trade is 
smaller at Jacksonville. Pacific Coast. advices 
are that the California wheat crop is threshing 
out poorly, but in the Northwest the prospects 
for a crop are of the best. The total yield of 
corn ih the country will probably exceed even 
revious large crop views. Exports of wheat, 
our included as wheat, from the United States 
and Montreal this week amount to only 1,652,- 
000 bushels, the smallest similar totals = 
that of the first week in June, 189 
ago the aggregate exported was 2,417,000 Pt 
125 year ago it was 1,873,000 bughels, two 
years ago 5,077,000 bushels, and three years 
ago it Was 2, 716,000 bushels.

SANTA MONICA, July 19.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) “It is a whale, sure 
enough.“ That is a remark that passed 
current here all day today, and there 
were none to dispute it.

Chairman Stockwell invited the oilmen 
to address the committee, stating what 
objections, if any, they had to the 
ordinance prepared by Mr. Burdette. 
Capt. Burns. was the first speaker to ad- 
dress the committee. He opposed all 
three of the propositions in dispute, 
declaring them impracticable, and, if 
insisted upon, would mean death to the 
oil industry.
